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Excisions: 


Excisions Recommended But Not Made 


Reasons for excisions: 

One excision is required to remove an entire scene containing depictions of sexual conduct of a 
highly degrading nature, where coercion is used to treat a woman in demeaning and dehumanising 
ways. Throughout the scene, the man involved is contemptuous of the woman by the orders he 
gives to her, the comments he makes, and by the manner in which he engages with her sexually. 


Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Fresh Skin is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the publication depicts sexual conduct of a degrading, dehumanising 
and demeaning nature, and sexual coercion, to such a degree and in such a manner, that its 
availability is injurious to the public good. The owner/distributor of the publication was given the 
option of excising one scene in order to remove material that caused the publication as a whole to 
be objectionable. One excision was required to remove a sequence of sexual activity that highly 
degrades, demeans, and dehumanises the woman participant. However, the owner/distributor 
declined to make the excision. 

The criteria applied by the Classification Office resulting in the limit on the availability of this 
publication are prescribed bylaw. As discussed above, the publication is considered to depict 
sexual conduct of a highly degrading and dehumanising nature, so as to render the publication 
objectionable. This classification represents the minimum interference with freedom of expression 
that is consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. 
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
